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Baptist!  In  North  Carolina  and  In  Alabama 
are  planning  to  build  hospital*.  Bids  are  being 
made  by  various  cities  and  tbe  matter  will  come 
before  their  conventions  this  month. 

First  Baptist  church,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  is 
celebrating  Its  centennial.  Dr.  Allen  Fort  la  the 
sixteenth  pastor.  Two  former  pastors  are  on 
the  program. 

We  are  glad  to  learn  from  Mrs.  V.  P.  Fer¬ 
guson  of  Learned,  that  her  daughter  has  given 
herself  to  Christian  service  and  la  now  attend¬ 
ing  the  Training  School  In  Louisville.  We  are 
proud  of  our  Mlsslsslpplana  In  training  and  pray 
that  their  number  may  be  Increased. 

The  body  of  an  unknown  French  soldier  killed 
at  Verdun  was  carried  by  a  throng  of  people 
In  Paris  and  laid  to  rest  beneath  the  Arch  of 
Triumph  with  greater  honors  than  were  ever 
paid  to  king  or  emperor,  not  even  the  body  of 
Napoleon  when  brought  back  from  St.  Helena. 
It  was  fol'owed  by  the  president  of  the  republic 
who  made  an  address,  also  by  Marshals  JoBre, 
Foch  and  Petaln  in  full  regalia  and  by  the  am¬ 
bassadors  from  other  countries  except  Germany. 

On  the  fifth  Sunday  In  October  a  meeting  was 
held  at  Salt  Creek  church  and  a  temporary 
Oktibbeha  County  Association  was  organised, 
with  Dr.  J.  D.  Ray  and  H.  H.  Sikes  of  Starkvllle 
as  moderator  and  clerk.  Tbe  next  meeting  to 
be  held  with  Morgan's  Chapel  on  Friday  and 
Saturday  before  second  Sunday  In  October, 
1821,  and  Bro.  J.  O.  Cook  Is  to  preach  sermon. 

We  heard  the  other  that  that  tbe  remark  of 
the  Biblical  Recorder  on  State's  Rights  which 
objected  to  Baptists  In  other  states  expressing 
a  Judgment  as  to  the  way  Baptists  in  another 
state  conducted  their  business,  were  Intended 
for  the  Baptist  Record.  The  Record  had  re¬ 
marked  on  the  fact  that  Baptist  students  In 
North  Carolina  had  passed  by  their  own  assem¬ 
bly  and  attended  an  Interdenominational  assem¬ 
bly.  Some  of  them  were  from  Home  Mission 
School*  In  North  Carolina,  supported  by  Bap¬ 
tism  In  Mississippi.  This  reminds  us  of  the 
story  of  a  Baptist  in  Lawrence  county  who  went 
over  Into  Lincoln  county  and  got  drunk.  When 
the  church  called  him  up  for  dlclpllne,  he  Indig¬ 
nantly  replied  that  the  church  had  no  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  over  him  as  he  was  In  another  county  when 
he  got  drunk. 

The  Religious  Herald  remarks  that  It  takes 
more  religion  to  pray  than  It  does  to  subscribe. 
Somehow  this  reminds  ns  of  a  story  about  a 
man  who  had  rigged  him  up  a  private  electric 
light  for  his  room  which  worked  well  for  a 
season  and  then  "flickered  and  faded."  He  got 
another  amateur  electrician  to  examine  It  with 
a  view  to  restoring  Its  pristine  splendor,  but 
was  told  that  It  would  never  again  shine  among 
the  luminaries.  "Bnt,"  said  his  friend,  "you 
may  still  nse  It  to  Install  an  electric  call  bell.” 
"What,"  said  the  owner,  "do  yon  mean  to  say 
that  It  won't  make  a  light  bnt  that  It  will  make 
a  noise?"  "Tee,"  replied  the  friend,  "It  takes 
much  less  .power  to  make  a  noise  than  It  does 
to  make  a  light."  Which  parable  teaches  ns 
that  If  we  mean  to  be  "lights  In  the  world,  hold¬ 
ing  forth  the  word  of  life"  we  must  have  more 
religion  than  merely  enough  to  make  ns  feel 
good  or  profess  or  promise.  It  will  be  necessary 
to  have  an  Increase  of  grace  that  we  may  "per¬ 
form  the  doing."  Have  yon  got  It? 


In  Ciecho-Slovakia,  which  has  been  a  part  of 
the  Austrian  empire  bnt  new  an  Independent  re¬ 
public,  great  masses  of  the  people  are  turning 
away  from  the  Roman  Catholic  church.  Most 
of  these  seem  to  be  going  into  what  Is  called 
a  National  Catholic  church.  Others  are  form¬ 
ing  churches  similar  to  the  Lutheran  and  Re¬ 
formed  churches,  similar  to  the  Presbyteries 
church.  We  see  In  a  recent  Presbyterian  ex¬ 
change  a  quasi  warning  to  other  Protestant  mis¬ 
sionary  bod  lie  to  keep  oB  the  preserves.  The 
question  naturally  arises,  "Who  owns  the 
earth?"

The  Conservation  Commleslon  In  Its  July  meet¬ 
ing  decided  that  it  would  be  In  every  way  a  most 
excellent  thing  for  all  of  our  churches  throughout 
the  South  to  celebrate  Victory  Week.  November 
28  to  December  6th.  The  State  Secretaries  are 
making  out  their  suggestive  programs  for  'the 
pastors  to  follow  in  general,  If  It  suits  them  The 
Commission  thought  that  if  every  church,  where 
possible,  would  have  a  week’*  services,  either 
'with  the  pastor  and  local  forces  or  with  ths  aid 
'of  denominational  leaden  and  representatives  or 
other  outside  helpen.  It  would  be  a  great  thing. 
It  Is  suggested  that  there  be  a  discussion  of  th* 
various  denominational  Interests;  foreign,  home, 
state,  associations!  and  city  missions;  of  educa¬ 
tion,  covering  a  discussion  not  only  of  th*  Sun¬ 
day  schools  but  of  our  Baptist  schools  and  sem¬ 
inaries;  of  benevolences,  hospitals,  orphanages, 
etc.  The  night  services  should  b*  Inspirational 
and  evangelistic.  1  A  well  worked  out  program 
ought  to  be  made  out  by  each  pastor,  thoroughly 
advertised,  seeking  to  arouse  the  Interest  of  all 
the  membership;  and  an  organisation  ought  to  be 
set  up  for  teaching  the  unidentified  Baptists  In 
every  community.  It  ought  to  be  a  great  Join- 
the-church-week.  And  there  should  be  sn  effort 
made  on  the  part  of  every  church  to  round  up 
and  tee  that  the  amounts  due  on  pledges  sr*  paid 
In  and  tent  In  to  the  denominational  agencies. 
What  a  wonderful  thing  It  would  be  if  every 
church  In  the  South  would  see  to  It  that  at  ths 
end  of  Victory  Week  every  obligation  of  that 
church  to  the  75  Million  Campaign  was  met  and 
the  pledges  made  good  In  fall  payment  of  all 
that  Is  dne.

It  ought  to 
be  s  week  of  universal  thanksgiving.  Let  us 
make  It  the  Southern  Baptlet  denominational 
thanksgiving  week.  An  effort  should  be  made  to 
secure  pledgee  and  cash  from  any  who  have  not 
pledged  or  have  not  paid.  In  other  words,  the 
week  ought  to  be  made  to  county  greatly  for 
the  deve'opment  and  strengthening,  not  only  of 
the  local  churches,  but  through  them  the  entire 
denominational  organisation.

Ft  cures  represent  facts  not  only  In  the  Bible,  but 
in  the  Lebanon  Association.  In  looking  over  the 
work  done,  we  And  most  encouraging  reports 
from  the  churches.  They  are  taking  the  Com¬ 
mission  of  Christ  seriously,  as  individual  mem¬ 
bers.  This  is  shown  in  the  salvation  of  the  lost 
and  the  development  of  the  saved.  The  churches 
show  383  for  baptism.  44  by  letter,  27  by  state¬ 
ment.  making  a  total  of  853,  and  that  added  to 
the  total  membership  of  last  year  gives  4824.  We 
have  2716  in  Sunday  school,  but  should  have  and 
must  have  twice  that  number.  We  have  nine  B. 
Y.  P.  U."s  and  fourteen  W.  M.  U.'s  In  the  asso¬ 
ciation. 

We  must  Increase  our  number  of  subscriptions 
to  our  denominational  paper.  We  have  only  200 
subscribers  in  the  entire  association  when  there 
should  be  at  least  1,000.  We  urge  that  all  of  our 
pastors  take  '.his  matter  to  heart  and  have  as 
their  aim  1,000  subscriptions  to  the  Baptist  Rec¬ 
ord  by  next  meeting  of  the  association. 

Some  of  the  reasons  for  taking  the  Baptist  Rec¬ 
ord  are:  It  makes  Christians  more  intelligent  and 
useful,  makes  them  pay  their  pastor  better,  gives 
better  atendanee  at  Sunday  school  and  prayer 
meeting:  leads  to  a  better  understanding  of  the 
scriptures:  Increases  the  spread  of  the  gospel; 
opposes  error:  is  a  great  channel  of  communica¬ 
tion  betwen  our  people;  giving  news  of  the 
churches;  It  throws  light  on  oscurc  questions  of 
practical  Interest  In  the  winning  of  the  lost  to 
Christ,  which  is  the  first  and  last  duty  of  the 
church;  last  but  not  least,  it  keeps  us  posted  in 
regard  to  our  76  million  campaign,  the  who,  what 
and  why  of  it.  Let  us  see  that  all  our  people 
take  it.

NATIONAL  BAPTIST  CONVENTION  CALL  TO 
PRAYER 


(O.  L.  Haiijcy.)  / 

Pres.  E.  C.  Morris,  under  resolution  of  the 
National  Baptist  Convention  asks  that  our 
Thanksgiving  Day  be  made  a  day  of  prayer 
among  the  negro  people,  praying  for  world  peace. 
At  the  National  Baptist  Conventien,  which  met 
In  Indianapolis  recently,  after  free  discussion,  a 
wisely  drafted  set  of  resolutions,  directed  their 
president.  Dr.  E.  C.  Morris,  to  make  a  proclama¬ 
tion,  setting  aside  a  day  and  calling  all  their  peo¬ 
ple  to  unite  In  prayer  that  Almighty  Ood  might 
lead  all  people,  and  especially  the  white  and  col¬ 
ored  people  of  America,  that  they  should  find  a 
righteous  solution  to  all  the  problems  In  the 
midst  of  which  we  labor  They  seek  right  rela¬ 
tions  with  their  white  neighbors,  and  conditions 
of  peaceable  living,  that  the  religion  of  Jesus 
Christ  may  prevail  among  all  people,  and  espe¬ 
cially  In  our  land 

Being  present  at  the  time,  1  asked  that  they  ad¬ 
vise  our  people  of  the  day  and  object,  and  that 
we  would  Join  them  in  praying  for  the  will  of 
God  to  be  discovered  and  followed. 

I  have  Just  received  from  Dr.  Morris  a  copy  of 
the  proclamation.  He  has  wisely  chosen  the  day 
of  our  national  thanksgiving.  November  25th.  He 
calls  on  his  people  not  to  feast  on  that  day,  but  to 
pray,  meeting  In  their  churches  for  all  day  prayer. 
Where  It  Is  Impracticable  to  give  all  day,  he  re¬ 
quests  that  they  meet  from  eleven  to  twelve 
o'clock  and  one  hour  be  given  to  earnest  prayer. 
Certainly  our  people  will  moet  heartily  Join  them 
In  prayer  to  Ood  for  his  will  to  prevail  among 
us,  and  among  all  men.

In  Berlin  on  the  anniversary  of  the  breaking 
out  of  the  late  world  war  forme!  soldiers,  whole 
and  disabled,  in  their  associations,  war  widows  and 
orphans,  the  Republican  Officers'  League,  the  In¬ 
ternational  League  of  former  soldiers  and  other 
organisations  paraded,  all  bearing  mottoes  and 
banners  denouncing  war. 


We  are  faced  with  one  of  the  greatest  fam- 
.  lnes  in  the  history  of  China.  In  seven  provinces 
there  Is  at  present  dreadful  suffering  and  this 
is  bound  to  increase  as  winter  oomes  on  and 
reach  an  awful  climax  before  the  next  wheat 
crop  is  gathered  nine  months  from  now.  The 
China  Press,  published  at  Shanghai,  has  car¬ 
ried  an  article  In  which  the  statement  is  made 
that  more  people  are  going  to  lose  their  lives 
through  this  famine  than  were  killed  during  the 
recent  world  war.  In  many  placee  in  the  north 
and  west  in  this  province  of  Honan,  people  are 
now  subsisting  on  leaves,  wheat  chaff,  roots  and 
the  bark  of  trees.  Whole  families  have  com¬ 
mitted  suicide  rather  than  faep  the  future. 
Children  are  being  sold  for  as  low  as  twenty 
cents  apiece.  Cattli  have  been  disposed  of  for 
a  song  and  great  multitudes  sre  leaving  their 
homes  to  roam  for  hundreds  and  thousands  of 
miles  to  get  food.  Recently  a  good  rain  fell 
but  these  people  have  neither  grain  for  seed 
nor  animals  for  ploughing.  In  some  places  men 
have  been  hitched  up  to  the  ploughs  In  place  of 
horses  and  cattle. 

Here  In  Kalfeng  we  have  a  Famine  Relief 
Committee  of  which  the  military  and  civil  gov¬ 
ernors  are  chairmen  and  of  which  Rev.  O.  E. 
Simmons  of  the  Canadian  Church  Mission  is 
forelkn  treasurer  and  of  which  I  am  foreign 
secretary.  We  have  an  executive  committee  of 
eleven  members,  of  which  four  are  missionaries, 
including  the  two  named  above.  Our  commit¬ 
tee  needs  five  million  dollars  at  least  for  this 
province  and  we  hope  to  obtain  a  minimum  of 
one  million  dollars  for  this  province.  We  have 
received  to  date  about  one  hundred  thousand 
'dollars.  Yesterday  we  appropriated  thirty 
thousand  dollars  to  furnish  seed  In  placee 
where  the  seed  grain  bad  been  all  eaten  up.  It 
is  but  a  drop  in  the  bucket. 

Our  committee  has  outlined  a  plan  for  relief 
which  comprisee  three  main  featuree,  first,  buy¬ 
ing  of  grain  and  selling  It  below  cost  in  the  af¬ 
fected  regions;  second,  furnishing  work  to' the 
able-bodied,  building  roads,  bridges,  etc.;  third, 
giving  relief  outright  to  th  aged,  diseased  and 
helpless.  The  missionaries  on  the  committee 
will  see  that  the  funds  are  thoroughly  safe¬ 
guarded.  No  money  can  be  expended  without 
the  consent  of  the  whole  committee  and  no 
check  made  out  without  the  consent  of  both  the 
foreign  and  Chlneee  treasurers. 

Never  will  this  writer  forget  the  scenes  on 
the  streets  of  our  city  here  seven  years  ago 
when  a  much  less  serious  famine  swept  parts  of 
this  province.  The  dying  lay  all  about — dying 
from  lack  of  food — dying  like  files  along  the 
sides  of  the  road,  in  the  dirt  and  filth  of  the 
streets.  This  famine  was  followed  by  typhus 
which  swept  away  thousands  like  the  breath 
of  devouring  flame.  I  was  secretary  of  the 
Famine  Relief  Committee  at  that  time  also  and 
we  could  not  alleviate  even  a  considerable'  trac¬ 
tion  of  the  suffering.  But  now  we  are  faced 
with  conditions  that  are  overwhelming.  And 
famine  fever — that  Is,  typhus — will  almost  cer¬ 
tainly  follow  in  the  wake  of  this  famine  and 
the  horrors  of  a  plague  be  piled  upon  the  devas¬ 
tation  caused  by  starvation. 

Reader,  does  not  this  appeal  touch  yonr 
heart?  You  can  never  imagine  the  conditions 
under  which  the  multitudes  live  in  China.  The 
conditions  are  such  that  many'  sensitive  souls 
break  down  because  of  nervous  tension  occa¬ 
sioned  by  the  sights,  the  odors,  the  poverty,  the 
filth,  and  disease  of  China.  Missionaries  are 
compelled  not  to  let  their  thoughts  dwell  too 
much  upon  the  things  they  see  and  hear,  ft 
would  be  more  than  mortal  flesh  conid  stand.  It 
we  are  to  do  our  work,  our  attention  must  be 
shifted  from  these  depressing  conditions  in  the 
interest  of  self-preservation  at  least.  But  we 
cannot  Ignore  the  call  of  those  vast,  hungry 
myriads  and  still  bear  the  name  of  Christians. 
Jesus  looked  on  the  multitudes  and  was  not 
filled  with  a  feeling  of  contempt  or  aversion  for 
them — but  hs  was  filled  with  compassion  be¬ 


cause  they  were  distressed  and  as  sheep  kart  eg 
no  shepherd.  | 

We  estimate  that  it  will  taka  tea  Maxi  see 
dollars  to  save  a  life  until  the  next  harvest.  This 
Is  about  seven  dollars  and  a  half  la  Amerteaa 
money.  Fifteen  dollars  la  Americas 
will  save  the  lives  of  a  man  and  his  wife 
Send  your  contributions  to  Dr.  T.  B.  Bay, 
Richmond.  Va..  or  direct  to  me  In  Kalfeag.  Ha., 
China.

BRINING  »  THE  KINGDOM 

(By  R.  U  Motley,  DJ>.) 

Both  John  the  Baptist  and  Jeans  began  their 
public  ministry  by  saying:  "Repent:  for  the 
kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand."  They  probably 
used  the  expression  "kingdom  of  heaven  ant  of 
respect  to  the  Jews,  who,  being  eerupuleas 
about  using  the  name  of  Ood,  often  substituted 
the  word  "heaven."  We  understand  "kingdom 
of  heaven"  to  be  equivalent  to  "kingdom  of 
God,"  and  that  both  signify  ike  "reign"  of  Ood 
In  the  hearts  and  lives  of  men. 

As  Ood  is  not  the  father  of  all  nm,  Jaot  so 
He  is  not  the  king  over  all  men.  Thera  is  a 
sense  in  which  He  rules  over  every  creature,  bat 
He  “reigns"  In  the  hearts  of  those  who  accept 
HU  will  in  Christ  Jesus  and  become  HU  chil¬ 
dren.  The  pll-lmportant  task  eomssltted  to  HU 
people  U  the  bringing  about  of  thU  imaditioa 
throughout  the  world.  How,  then,  snap  we 
hasten  the  bringing  la  of  the  klndom  ?  or  mere 
correctly,  now  may  we  "extend”  the  kingdom 
since  the  kingdom  U  already  “at  head"? 

1.  By  informing  ourselves  as  to  present 
world  conditions.  Much  of  the  IndlEoraaee 
shown  toward  kingdom  matters  U  due  solely  90 
a  lack  of  information.  And  the  sad  thing  eh  eat 
It  is  that  many  are  criminally  ignorant.  At  small 
cdst.  ana  oiten  for  the  asking,  our  people  may 
secure  first-hand  Information  la  abundance  con¬ 
cerning  the  number,  condition  ahd  needs  of  the 
.unsaved  throughout  the  land,  and  the  moans 
now  being  employed  for  reaching  them  with  the 
gospel.  In  addition  to  this,  there  U  the  donami- 
catlonal  paper  that  may  be  had  at  small  east, 
fl'led  with  fresh  Information  about  the  work  ev¬ 
ery  week.  And.  let  it  bo  said,  that  any  pastor 
or  denominational  leader  who  falls  to  prana  the 
circulation  of  hU  denominational  paper  U  sadly 
remiss  In  the  discharge  of  kU  duty.  I  am  per¬ 
suaded  that  Baptists  will  measure  wall  up  to 
(heir  privileges  when  rightly  informed. 

k.  By  taking  to  heart  man's  actual  moral 
and  spiritual  needs.  Not  until  one  can  truly 
say,  "my  heart's  desire"  U  that  all  seen  may 
be  saved  will  he  put  forth  the  eBort  aeeoaaary 
for  the  speedy  bringing  in  of  the  kingdom.  The 
Bib’.e  clearly  teaches  that  these  dying  In  Un- 
penitence  and  unbelief  are  eternally  loot.  Dans 
this  solemn  fact  grip  and  dU trees  ns?  If  not. 
then  ew  shall  make  slow  program  in  emending 
the  kingdom  of  our  Lord.  If  we  bat  vaguely 
hope  that,  somehow,  it  may  be  well  with  these 
who  die  la  Impenitence  and  unbelief,  wo  shall 
rob  ourselves  of  the  ooavletioa  aeeeaaary  is  saw 
reed  in  our  appeal  to  the  loot. 

A  full  realisation  of  the  fact  that  sabsllsims 
everywhere  are  lost  and  on  their  way  to  a  dev¬ 
il’s  hell  would  result  la  the  mobilisation  of  re¬ 
sources  and  la  an  effort  never  before  witnessed 
to  extend  the  kingdom  of  Christ. 

S.  By  enforcing  discipline.  Both  preventive 
and  corrective  discipline  ere  needful.  A  soldier 
is  not  dependab'e  without  suitable  training  DM- 
cipllne  is  indispensable  to  his  efficiency.  Like¬ 
wise  a  soldier  of  Christ  may  not  hope  to  be-

■blppere  of  Ood.  Thm  Is  n  great  triumph  of 
grace.  It  may  be  a  hard  test,  a  difficult  under¬ 
taking.  but  It  la  a  great  and  Joyous  victory. 


glory  of  him  vbo  sent  us,  for  such  a  one  Is  true 
and  there  is  no  unrighteousness  in  him. 

But  let  no  word  he  skid  here  that  would  hin¬ 
der  the  full  exercise  of  faith  to  do  anything 
that  Ood  calls  us  to  do.  We  can  not  set  limita¬ 
tions  upon  God.  either  In  time,  or  In  the  manner 
In  which  he  will  work.  Neither  let  us  presume 
upon  the  exercise  of  his  power.  He  worketh 
a'l  things  after  the  counsel  of  bis  own  will. 
He  gives  "to  each  one  the  manifestation  of  the 
Spirit  to  proOt  withal."  “dividing  to  each  one 
severally  as  be  will."  (1  Cor.  IX.)  Let  us  pre¬ 
serve  an  open  mind  to  the  teaching  of  Ood'n 
word,  a  tractable  disposition  and  a  readiness  to 
follow  as  he  leads.

PREVENTIVE  MEDICINE 


There  Is  an  old  proverb  as  true  as  It  Is  trite, 
that  an  ounce  of  prevent. on  Is  worth  a  pound 
of  cure.  It  costs  less  In  money  and  energy  ex¬ 
pended  to  keep  well  that  It  does  to  get  well. 
Of  late  years  the  doctors  have  devoted  a  good 
deal  of  thefr  thought  to  preventive  measures, 
and  health  boards  are  chiefly  working  along 
that  Idea.  It  takes  much  less  strength  to  hold 
a  big  rock  on  the  side  of  a  mountain  than  It 
does  to  get  It  back  there  when  It  has  once  rolled 
to  the  bottom. 

It  will  not  surprise  those  who  have  studied 
the  Bible  to  say  that  It  has  a  great  deal  to  say 
about  prevention,  or  at  least  preventive  meas- 
uree  that  wl'l  save  us  from  disease.  Some  of 
theee  are  physical  and  natural.  Others  are 
moral;  but  some  may  choose  to  call  them  also 
natural.  Here  Is  what  he  says  In  his  word:  "If 
thou  vrllt  diligently  hearken  unto  the  voice  of 
the  Lord  thy  Ood.  and  wit  do  that  which  la  right 
in  his  sight,  and  wilt  give  ear  to  his  command¬ 
ments.  and  will  keep  all  his  statutes.  I  will  put 
none  of  these  diseases  upon  thee,  which  I  have 
brought  upon  the  Egyptians;  for  I  am  the  Lord 
that  healeth  thee."  (Ex.  15:26) 

"But  It  shall  come  to  pass.  If  thou  wilt  not 
hearken  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy  Ood  to 
observe  to  do  all  his  commandments  and  his 
statutes  which  I  command  thee  this  day.  that 
all  these  curses  shall  come  upon  thee  and  over¬ 
take  thee  ....  The  I/>rd  shall  make  the 
pestl’enre  c'eave  unto  thee,  until  he  have  con¬ 
sumed  thee  from  off  the  ’and.  whither  thou  go- 
est  to  possess  It.  The  Lord  shall  smite  thee 
with  a  consumption  and  with  a  fever  and  with 
an  Inflamatlori  and  with  an  extreme  burning." 

He  bealeth  all  our  diseases.  It  Is  of  his 
mercy  that  we  are  told  of  the  danger  of  d'e- 
ohedlenre  to  Ood  and  the  way  In  which  we  may 
avoid  alPIrtlon.  There  are  hygienic  laws  that 
must  be  observed  to  avo'ri  disease.  But  under¬ 
neath  them  all  Is  the  has'a  of  the  moral  law 
which  Is  the  best  preventive  of  d l senses. 
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A  half  casual  remark  made  In  a  talk  recently 
about  this  subject  brought  out  a  response  which 
showed  that  In  all  probab  llty  the  average 
reader  does  not  get  the  meaning  of  the  Lord's 
command  to  make  friends  by  means  of  the 
mamon  of  unrighteousness.  For  that  reason  a 
word  of  explanation  la  given  here. 

-  The  rendering  In  the  King  James  version  Is 
reaponslb’e  la  part  at  least  for  this  obscurity 
as  It  gives  It.  “Make  friends  of  the  mammon  of 
unrighteousness.'*  The  Idea  Is  not  to  get  on 
good  terms  with  the  mammon  of  unrighteous¬ 
ness.  but  to  so  use  It  as  to  make  friends  or  tbose 
who  may  be  beneflttd  by  It.  Anybody  who 
reads  the  chapter  In  which  this  passage  occurs 
(Luke)  will  easily  see  that  the  mammon  of  un¬ 
righteousness  Is  money  or  its  equivalent  The 
expression  occurs  In  Jesus  story  of  the  steward 
who  had  been  working  for  a  rich  man.  and  be¬ 
fore  he  was  put  out  of  office  for  wastlnfl  his  em¬ 
ployer's  money  he  IngTat'ated  himself  with  the 
debtors  by  a  shrewd  favor  to  them  In  reducing 
the  amount  of  their  Indebtedness.  This  he  did 
so  that  when  was  put  out  of  office  they  would 
regard  him  as  a  friend  and  feel  under  obliga¬ 
tion  to  take  care  of  him.  He  succeeded. 

Now  Jesus  draws  the  lesson  from  his  own 
parable  by  saying:  And  I  say  unto  you.  make 
to  yourselves  friends  by  means  of  the  mammon 
of  unrighteousness:  that  when  It  shall  fall  they 
may  recciro  you  into  the  eternal  tabernacle.” 
The  Lord' did  not  commend  rasca'lty:  he  does 
not  recommend  that  we  use  money  to  purchase 
favor  with  peop’e.  But  he  does  tell  us  to  so 
employ  our  money  that  It  will  return  to  us  In 
the  love  and  friendship  and  fellowship  of  those 
we  have  helped. 

To  make  this  clear  by  concrete  application: 
If  you  know  of  a  boy  or  girl  who  Is  In  need  of 
help  to  secure  an  education  and  you  give  assist¬ 
ance  that 'will  enable  them  to  attain  their  ob¬ 
ject  .and  become  useful  facts  in  the  kingdom  of 
Ood.  you  have  bound  them  to  you  for  life  In 
the  cords  of  friendship  which  will  enrich  snd 
gladden  your  own  life.  If  you  see  a  person  In 
a  financial  strait  and  give  relief,  you  have  ac¬ 
complished  something  of  the  same  purpoee.  If 
when  you  get  to  heaven  you  meet  people  from 
other  lands,  as  you  certainly  will,  who  have 
heard  the  news  of  salvation  through  those 
whom  your  gifts  hsve  sent  or  enabled  to  go. 
there'wlll  be  Joy  forever  that  you  have  he'ped 
to  bring  them  there:  and  there  will  be  a  per¬ 
sonal  attachment  which  can  only  come  between 
those  who  have  helped  and  those  who  have  been 
helped.

ANOTHER  SACRED  COW 

I  was  with  Pastor  H.  L.  Johnson  a  short  time 
ago  and  he  reminded  me  of  the  story  pnblished 
In  the  Record  some  months  am  ahont  bow  Prof. 
Latlmer'a  cow  came  home  when  be  gave  her  to 
the  Lord  to  help  bu'ld  a  church  after  she  had 
been  rone  he  knew  not  where  for  six  months. 
He  told  me  another  cow  story  along  the  same 
line.  The  people  are  all  living  today  who  were 
concerned  In  It  and  you  may  get  their  address 
If  you  wish. 

TVs  la  the  story:  Brother  White,  a  Baptist 
preacher,  flv'ng  at  that  time  In  Calhoun  county, 
had  come  to  the  end  of  the  year  without  money 
and  with  a  debt  of  ISO  which  was  crying  out  for 
Immediate  payment.  He  went  to  one  of  his 
members.  Brother  Dempsey  Morgan,  and  sought 
a  loan  of  ISO  to  meet  the  pressing  obligation. 
Brother  Morgan  replied  that  he  had  paid  a’l 
he  owed  on  pastor's  salary  and  did  not  fesl 
able  to  advance  the  amount  requested.  The 
pastor  turned  away  with  a  heavy  heart  and 
went  back  home.  Brother  M.  turned  to  his  busl- 
nees  and*  when  Isht  came  on  he  went  out  to 
milk  his  cow  for  which  he  recently  paid  ftb, 
and  which  he  rained  very  highly. 

The  cow  did  not  come  up  as  usual  and  hs 
searched  for  her  until  he  found  her  down  on 
the  creek,  lying  down  quite  sick  and  unable  to 
rise.  He  was  sorely  troubled  and  eal’ed  for 
he'p  to  get  the  -cow  up.  flhe  was  lifted  and 
supported  with  strong  sacks  and  cords  to  keep 
her  in  an  upright  poe'tlon.  Bnt  she  could  not 
walk  and  seemed  unable  or  unwilling  to  eat. 
The  next  day  the  brother  came  bark  to  look  at 
her  and  found  her  no  better  but  rather  worse. 
This  continued.  If  my  memory  Is  correct,  for  »*• 
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other  day,  the  cow  showing  no  sign*  of  Im¬ 
provement. 

The  second  or  third  evening  u  the  owner  left 
to  go  beck  to  the  house  be  was  carrying  a  heavy 
heart  And  then  he  thought  of  the  pastor  who 
had  asked  him  for  the  loan  of  $60.  As  plain¬ 
ly  as  If  the  voice  were  sounding  In  his  ears  he 
beard  the  Lord  say:  “Wou’d  you  let  Brother 
White  have  the  flfty  dollars  If  your  cow  should 
get  well?”  It  was  so  clear  and  'unmistakable 
that  he  couldn’t  get  away  from  It  He  went  to 
the  sapper  table  but  he  could  not  eat  He  went 
to  bed  but  he  could  not  sleep.  He  could  only 
hear.  “Would  you  let  Brother  White  have  the 
money  If  your  cow  should  get  well?”  Plnallv 
he  said,  "Tea.  Lord,  I  will  let  him  have  It,  cow 
or  no  cow.”  Early  the  next  morning  he  got  up 
to  see  what  had  become  of  tbe  cow.  As  he 
started  out  the  door  he  heard  the  cow  lowing 
at  his  gate  and  as  he  walked  out  saw  her  stand¬ 
ing  there  sound  and  well,  waiting  to  be  milked. 
His  are  the  catt’e  on  a  thousand  hills.  He  Is 
s  God  near  at  hand  and  not  simply  a  God  afar 
off.

come  efficient  without  proper  discipline.  He 
must  have  training  If  be  Is  to  render  valuable 
service  and  walk  correctly  before - More¬ 

over.  God's  people  are  ''epistles”  read  of  men. 
Their  lives  are  practically  all  that  the  loot  wor  d 
reads.  It  is  not  U range,  therefore,  that  Jesus 
said.  “Let  your  light  so  shins  before  men  that 
they  may  see  your  good  works  and  glorify  your 
father  which  Is  In  heaven.” 

Preventive  discipline  Is  best  observed  whan 
the  new  convert  is  given  something  to  do  nod 
is  trained  for  the  performance  of  bis  particular 
task.  Idle  hands  seek  mischief.  Corrective  dis¬ 
cipline  may  be  the  last  stop  but  frequently  It  M 
a  needful  one.  With  regret,  the  gardaer  may 
cut  away  many  a  barren  branch,  but  the  fraft- 
fnlnesa  of  the  tree,  and  perhaps  Its  very  life,  de¬ 
mands  It.  So  It  becomes  necessary  that  faith¬ 
ful  pruning  aball  be  employed  in  a  rhurefr  of 
Jesus  Christ  Many  a  church  has  grown  sickly 
and  become  powerless  to  resch  the  lost  for  tack 
of  scriptural  discipline.  If  discipline — both  pre¬ 
ventive  and  corrective — had  kept  pace  with  ear 
growth  In  numbers  and  liberality,  tha  cause  ef 
Christ  would  have  been  advanced  tar  beyond 
Its  present  stage. 

4.  By  pressing  h  nulled,  all  inclusive  pro¬ 
gram.  The  best  day  Southern  Baptists  have 
known  was  the  day  they  Inaugurated  the  76 
Million  Campaign.  Many  of  our  friends  on  the 
outside  and  some  within  our  own  ranks,  did  not 
believe  we  could  succeed  with  such  a  program.

SPAIN. 

(J.  P.  Love,  Got.  Secretary.) 

By  adding  Spain  to  their  missionary  territory 
Southern  Babtlsts  round  out  their  work  for 
Spaulsh-apeaking  people.  Mexico  and  th.  Span¬ 
ish  population  of  South  America  sustain  •  re¬ 
lation  to  Spain  of  daughter  to  nttther.  The 


sources  of  their  history  are  common.  The 
dominance  of  Catholicism  through  centurlwi 
over  Spain,  the  mother  country,  and  over  South 
America  and  Mexico  has  tended  to  prewrra  and 
promote  common  characteristic..  The  need  of 
evangelical  Christianity  U  paramount  in  all 
three  nations  and  missionary  .opportunity  la  • 
great  We  shall  hope  to  so  relate  certain  forma 
of  work  In  theae  country,  the  production  o 
literature  in  particular,  as  to  gain  economy  and 
promote  the  spirit  of  brotherhood,  unity  of 
faith  and  purpose.  The  great  work  which  we 
are  doing  In  Brail!  la  expected  to  give  Impulse 
to  Baptist  work  In  8paln  under  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  Foreign  Myion  Board. 

Spain  comprises  a  territory  of  194.78*  square 
miles  with  a  population  of  19.000.000.  The 
prevailing  religion  Is  Roman  Catholic.  Tech¬ 
nically  religious  toleration  la  given,  but  practi¬ 
cally  religious  liberty  la  enjoyed.  There  are 
among  the  19.000,000  but  6,800  evangelical 
Christian*  divided  between  seven  denomina¬ 
tions  as  follows:  Plymouth  Brethren  (Eng¬ 
lish).  2,009  ehUTch  members  and  32  church.*; 
Baptist.  700  church  members  and  18  cburchse. 
Scotch  Presbyterian.  *00  church  members  and 
12  churches;  Episcopalians,  800  church  mem¬ 
bers  and  12  churches:  Lutheran  (German  and 
Dutch).  *00  members  and  11  churches;  Meth¬ 
odists  and  Wesleyan.  (English  and  American). 

500  church  members  and  9  churches;  1  ongre- 
gatlonallstt  (American).  300  church  members 
and  6  churches. 

As  In  all  Roman  Catholic  countries,  many  of 
the  wealthier  and  more  Intelligent  claaaee  are 
either  Indifferent  to  Catholicism  and  religion 
In  general,  or  hostile  to. the  Roman  Catholic  in 
■tltutlon.  The  remark  may  be  thrown  In  here 
that  one  of  the  great  missionary  problems 
which  evangelical  Christianity  is  more  and  more 
approaching  U.  how  to  save  from  rationalism 
and  Infidelity  the  Intelligent  classes  a*  the  re¬ 
volt  against  Roman  Catholic  aupersUUon  and 
ita  restraint*  upon  personal  freedom  and  Intel¬ 
lectual  progress.  Evangelical*  who  have  con¬ 
genial  fellowship  with  men  who  demand  that 
religion  ahall  be  rational  and  effectual  In  pro¬ 
moting  Indlvtdua  and  national  development,  are 
challenged  to  ahow  this  class  of  Roman  Cath¬ 
olic*  that  there  la  another  alternative  than  ag¬ 
nosticism  for  those  whose  Intelligence  can  no 
longer  be  satisfied  by  Roman  Catholic  legerde- 
maln. 

Our  Baptist  work  hat  hitherto  been  fostered 
in  different  places  In  Spain  by  Northern  Bap¬ 
tists,  th*  Baptists  of  Sweden.  Swedish  Baptist* 

In  America  and  English  Baptist*.  W*  have 
Baptiatt  group*  In  the  following  cities  and  vicin¬ 
ities:  Madrid,  Barcelona.  Valencia  ,  Alicante, 
Valdepenaa.  Albacate,  and  Leon.  86  convert* 
were  baptised  last  year. 

There  la  no  general  Baptist  organliatlon  In 
Spain.  It  la  the  purpoae  of  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  to  encourage  such  an  organliatlon 
at  an  early  date,  and  to  aaalat  It  In  adjusting 
Itself  to  the  needs  of  Spain,  and  through  It  to 
familiarise  our  Baptlts  people  In  Spain  with 
our  Southern  Baptist  Program  for  Spanlah- 
s peaking  people*.  There  la  strong  ground  for 
encouragement  in  the  effort  to  promote  a  uni¬ 
fied  organliatlon  and  a  homogeneous  denomi¬ 
national  Ute  lu  8 pain.  Of  course,  It  goes  with¬ 
out  saying  that  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  will 
not  seek  to  effect  any  but  voluntary  cooperative 
relation  In  8paln  or  elsewhere  In  the  new  ter¬ 
ritory.  We  have,  however,  been  gratified  to 
learn  how  heartily  we  are  welcomed  by  onr 
Spanish  brethren  and  tboae  In  other  of  th*  Euro¬ 
pean  countries  In  which  we  have  consents*  to 
help  our  people. 

At  present  more  than  half  the  Baptist  preach¬ 
er*  In  Spain  are.prevefited  from  exercising  their 
ministry  regularly  for  lack  of  support  for  them¬ 
selves  and  their  famllle*.  We  are  aaeured  that 
14  "good  aqd  capable  men"  are  now  available 
for  the  work,  needing  only  the  necessities  o, 
life  to  induce  them  to  give  their  time  to  it- 
There  are  more  than  a  down  candidates  for  tha 
ministry  and  sevan  young  man  have  been  par- 
aulng  itudlas  preparatory  for  tha  ministry.  Onr 
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educational  facilities.  howerer,  are  sadly  defec¬ 
tive-  Prompt  attention  muat  be  (lren  to  thli 
matter  of  mlnUterlal  training.  Tbla  la  tbe 
more  urgent  for  onr  new  European  territory 
for  the  reaeon  that  It  U  not  contemplated  that 
we  ahall  eend  great  nnmbera  of  American  mis- 
ilonartee  to  theae  countries  snch  as  we  are  now 
■ending  to  China,  for  Instance. 

Rev.  O.  Teofllo  Vlckman,  who  attended  the 
London  Conference  In  July  and  begged  In  tears 
that  Spain  should  not  be  overlooked.  Is  gradu¬ 
ate  of  both  onr  Southern  and  Southwestern  Bap¬ 
tist  Theological  Seminaries.  He  is  a  native  of 
Sweden,  but  has  spent  many  years  In  America, 
and  la  familiar  with  our  Southern  Baptist  view¬ 
point  and  heartl'y  shires  onr  views.  He  bas 
been  supported  In  his  present  work  by  our  Swed¬ 
ish  brethren  In  America.  He  la  a  fervent  spirit, 
eonnd  In  faith  and  devoted  to  the  redemption  of 
Spain.  He  la  optimistic  of  Baptist  opportunity 
and  the  fntnre  of  their  work  In  that  country. 
Hie  Joy  over  having  fellowship  with  Southern 
Baptists  In  this  work  knows  no  bounds,  although 
his  gratitude  to  hla  Swedish  brethren  who  have 
stood  by  him  in  dark  days  is  equally  boundless. 
We  do  not  know  the  other  missionaries  or  na¬ 
tive  orkers  as  we  know  Brother  Vlckman,  but 
from  such  reports  and  Information  as  we  have 
of  them,  we  are  sure  that  among  them  are  good 
and  true  men  on  whom  we  can  depend  In  enter¬ 
ing  Into  Kingdom  service  for  Spain. 

Portugal,  which  Is  a  part  of  the  Iberian  Pen¬ 
insular,  comprises  36,000  square  miles  in  con¬ 
trast  with  the  remainder  of  the  peninsular  em¬ 
braced  In  the  territory  of  Spain.  This  country, 
too,  sustains  an- important  relation  to  our  Por- 
tugese-speaklng  membership  of  South  America. 
The  London  Conference  recommended  that  the 
Brasilian  Convention  care  for  Portugal  with  the 
suggestion  that  Southern  Baptists  give  onr  Bra¬ 
silian  Baptists  encouragement  In  this,  which  we 
■hall  be  glad  to  do.  Indeed,  one  of  the  Inspir¬ 
ational  facts  for  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  in 
re'atlon  to  the  work  which  we  are  doing  In  Bra¬ 
sil.  has  been  the  miss  onary  spirit  which  has 
stirred  the  hearts  of  our  Brasilian  churches  and 
caused  them  a  few  years  ago  to  undertake  to 
give  the  gospel  of  Christ  to  Portugal.  Brother 
J.  Oliveira  is  their  missionary,  and  we  have 
watched  his  work  with  deep  and  growing  Inter¬ 
est.  He  has  already  succeeded  In  building  up 
a  Baptist  church  membership  of  108.  30  were 

baptised  In  July,  and  others  who  are  inquiring 
the  way  of  life  and  duty  give  promise  to  the 
situation.  Brother  Oliveira  Is  reenforced  by 
several  devoted  Portugese  brethren.  The  evan- 
gelisatlon  of  Portugal  la  a  heoric  missionary 
undertaking  for  the  Brasilian  Convention,  but 
this  task  Is  not  disproportionate  for  them  com¬ 
pared  with  what  other  Baptist  bodies  are  assum¬ 
ing  In  order  to  Insure  universal  witness  to  our 
Baptist  faith.  We  sincerely  hope  that  Brasil¬ 
ian  Baptlsu  can  keep  np  with  the  growing  de¬ 
mands  of  this  work  and  we  know  that  they  will 
draw  Increasing  inspiration  from  It.

Few  men  of  Dr.  Sherwood 
Eddy's  caliber  would  have  received  a  sugges¬ 
tion  on  how  to  preach  the  Oospel  from  a  Thlsne 
brother  with  the  fine  grace  and  profit  of  Dr. 
Eddy.  Tbe  point  U  to  show  that  the  Chlnme 
preacher  knew  where  the  emphasis  ought  te  he 
laid  In  the  preaching  of  the  Oospel  ~n  sgi 
Preachers  at  home,  take  notice! 

The  day  te  which  wa  live  la  no  day  ror  vague. 
Indefinite  thinking  or  speaking  on  these  greet, 
vital  truths.  A a  Dr.  Zwemer  saya,  it  Is  not 
more  comparative  religion  we  want,  hat  mere 
positive  religion.  Not  gray  thinking,  hat  think¬ 
ing  te  distinct  black  and  whits.  Ood  speaks  te 
hls  Book  of  truth  and  He,  of  light  and  darknaaa. 
of  lire  and  death,  of  heaven  and  hell,  of  Ood 
and  Devil,  in  plate  black  and  white  terms,  and 
the  modern  preacher  will  do  well  te  deliver  his 
message  te  Hke  terms. 

If  ever  there  was  a  day  when  thorn  who  be¬ 
lieve  them  things  ought  to  come  together,  and 
lift  up  their  voices  on  high  nad  »»-ad  four¬ 
square  for  "The  Bible  and  the  Blood," 
is  to-day.  If  over  there  was  a  time  when  men 
ought  to  give  themselves  to  the  earnest,  undivid¬ 
ed  study  of  God's  Word,  and  to  preach  with 
boldness  as  did  the  prophets  of  old.  It  la  now. 
The  man  or  the  Mission  which  concentrates  on 
this  all-important  Gospel  Bible  work,  even  te 
the  exclusion  of  other  good  Item  of  work,  has 
no  apology  to  make.  In  the  medical  protases ea 
men  specialise  on  the  ear.  the  eye.  and  so  on. 
In  this  great  Oospel  work  may  we  not  have 
"specialists”  In  the  knowledge  of  the  Word  of 
God?  They  are  sorely  needed,  both  at 
and  on  the  mission  fields.  If  we  do  edneatien- 
al  work,  may  it  be  Bible  educational  work.  If 
we  are  preachers,  may  we  be  preachers  of  the 
Gospel,  telling  men  the  way  of  salvation,  and 
building  up  hls  people  1a  their  "most  holy  faith," 
"tbs  faith  once  for  all  delivered  unto  the 
saints."  Our  commission  Is  "Go  ye  Into  all  the 
world,  and  preach  the  gospel  te  every  creature, 
teaching  them  to  obeervd  all  taiugs  whatsoever 
I  have  commanded  you.”  Some  seem  te  read. 
"Go  ye  into  all  the  world  establish  schools, 
educate  the  youth,  and  they  will  evangelise." 

The  missionaries  who  are  really  te  -- ny««h» 
to  finish  the  great  unfinished  task  of  giving  the 
Gospel  to  the  remaining  parts  of  the  world 
whore  Christ  has  not  been  named  are  surely 
thorn  who  hold  fast  the  old  misssgs  of  the  Oee- 
pel.  Let  us  say  again  with  the  Apoetle  Paul. 
“I  am  debtor  both  to  Greeks  and  Barbarians, 
both  to  the  wise  and  to  the  foolish.”  "I  am 
not  ashamed  of  the  gospel:  for  It  to  the  power 
of  Ood  unto  salvation  to  every  one  that  be¬ 
lle  veto."  Let  ns  make  haste  te  theee  -* — *-g 
days  of  this  dispensation,  and  go  forth  te  the 
millions  still  unreached  with  the  Oted  Tidings 
of  Great  Joy. — Sunday  School  Times. 


Amid  so  much  of  so-called  Intellectual  Chris¬ 
tianity  In  Japan,  which  la  not  the  message  of 
the  Gospel,  thank  God  for  men  like  Mr.  Kana- 
mori,  whom  the  Lord  haa  raised  up  to  sound 
forth  tbe  clear,  blessed  story  of  the  Cross.  A 
Korean  missionary  said  what  the  Korean  church 
and  Its  simple  faith  has  most  to  fear  since  the 
occupation  by  Japan,  was  what  he  called  "Japa¬ 
nese  Christianity."  The  missionary  who  tried 
to  bring  a  so-called  Intellectual  Oospel,  which 
Is  practically  nnbel'.et  In  the  Fundamentals  of 
tbe  faith,  to  tbe  Japanese,  thinking  thereby  to 
satisfy  the  ambition  of  that  aggressive  people 
in  their  search  for  Western  learning,  has  made 
the  greatest  mistake  that  can  be  Imagined.  It 
is  "another  GospeL”  It  Is  sot  a  Oospel  at  all. 
Of  such  missionaries  the  Lord  wou'd  say  to-day, 
as  he  said  in  the  days  of  Jeremiah,  ”1  have  not 
sent  these  prophets,  yet  they  ran:  I  have  not 
spoken  to  them,  yet  they  prophesied"  (Jar.  21:- 
21,  22). 

Notwithstanding  all  that  may  be  said  on  the 
dark  side  of  this  subject,  the  steady  tendency 
to  unbelief  In  the  cardinal  doctrines  of  the  word 
on  the  part  of  many  modern  missionaries,  yet  It 
will  be  an  encouragement  to  God's  people  to 
know  that  In  all  theae  lands  the  Lord  to  raising 
up  a  native  ministry  who  know,  love,  and  preach 
tbe  clear  message  of  the  Gospel.  Neither  Is 
evidence  lacking  to  prove  that  there  to  a  deep 
heart-longing  and  soul-hunger  on  the  part  of 
these  native  workers  for  the  truth  of  the  Word. 
Hardly  a  day  passes  but  we  receive  letters  from 
al’  parts  of  China  from  faithful  Chinees  work¬ 
ers  In  all  denominations,  expressing  deep  appre¬ 
ciation  for  the  Bible  literature  that  we  are  try¬ 
ing  to  provide  in  Hls  name. 

Tbe  Bible  Magazine  haa  four  thousand  paying 
subscribers  In  China  and  Korea.  Ninety  per¬ 
cent  of  these  are  native  evangelists  and  pastors. 
They  represent  perhaps  double  or  three  times 
that  number  of  readers  of  The  Bible  Magazine, 
and  nearly  as  many  congregations.  The  Bible 
Magazine  has  no  other  attractions  save  toe 
teachings  of  the  blessed  Word.  It  contains  in 
its  eighty  pages  of  each  issue  no  news  Items  of 
any  kind.  The  fact,  therefore,  that  native  min¬ 
isters  of  the  Oospel  In  every  denomination,  1a 
every  province,  yea,  in  almost  every  city  where 
missionary  work  is  being  carried  on  In  China, 
are  reading  this  class  of  literature,  and  feeding 
their  flocks  with  it.  Is  a  most  encouraging  sign. 
There  is  perhaps  no  language  save  the  English 
that  provides  so  wonderful  an  opportunity  for 
sending  forth  Ood's  Word  in  printed  form  as 
the  Chinese  written  classical  style  called  wenli. 
It  carries  toe  same  message  to  educated  readers 
In  all  parts  of  China,  as  well  as  Japan,  Korea, 
and  Annam,  notwithstanding  the  many  varied 
differences  In  the  spoken  language. 

To  Illustrate  the  Insight  that  Chinese  pastors 
have  into  the  Gospel  message,  let  me  relate  an 
experience  in  connection  with  Dr.  Sherwood 
Eddy's  recent  vlait  to  China.  A  successful 
evangelistic  campaign  had  Just  been  finished  te 
Canton,  and  the  Eddy  party  was  on  Its  way  to 
conduct  a  similar  campaign  te  Hongkong.  The 
writer  was  kindly  Invited  by  Dr.  Eddy  to  Join 
the  party  as  they  discussed  how  the  meetings  te 
Hongkong  might  be  improved  upon,  as  compar¬ 
ed  with  Canton.  When  Dr.  Eddy  very  humbly 
Invited  criticisms  and  suggestions  on  hls  mes¬ 
sages.  there  were  several  kindly  but  frank  sug¬ 
gestions.  The  one  In  whleh  we  are  Interested 
came  from  a  Chinese  pastor,  and  was  something 
to  this  effect: 

"Dr.  Eddy,  may  I  make  a  suggestion  regard¬ 
ing  your  address  on  The  Historical  Christ?

HU  methods  of  conduct¬ 
ing  meetings  are  peculiar  perhaps,  but  they  are 
fruitful  by  toe  ministry  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to 
toe  salvation  of  many  aouls.  When  he  com¬ 
mences  work  te  a  city  for  ton  days  or  two  weeks 
he  U  armed  with  but  one  sermon.  That  mes¬ 
sage.  which  coven  the  whole  economy  of  the 
Gospel,  takes  him  tores  houn  to  deliver.  At 
the  sloes  of  the  meeting  he  tells  the  people  to

We  were  not  asked  tor  FOREIGN  hosplul 
supplies  as  part  of  our  campaign  pledge. 

We  are  given  the  PRIVILEGE  of  furnishing 
them  from  our  local  society  soma  part  ot  the 
needed  hospital  supplies  In  China;  but  this  is 
not  laid  upon  us  as  obligatory.  Each  society 
Is  allowed  perfect  freedom  In  the  matter.  Will 
our  sisters  please  get  this  well  fixed  In  the  mind. 

No  society  will  be  regarded  as  derelict  it  it  feels 
that  It  cannot  take  up  this  work. 

From  now  until  after  the  Christmas  holidays 
our  societies  will,  most  of  them,  be  engaged  In 
box  work  for  the  orphanage,  hospital,  or  aged 
minister.  Hence  cannot  take  up  this  hospital 
work  ]ust  now. 

But  beloved,  what  do  you  purpose  to  do  to 
keep  your  souls  In  tune  after  the  holidays? 

SERVICE  Is  our  watchword  you  know. 

Your  secretary  finds  It  so  hard  to  write  this 
artlc'e.  She  stops  after  each  sentence  and 
prays,  "Dear  Lord,  let  me  say  the  unselfish 
thing."  And  why  this  prayer? 

Over  yonder  In  China  Is  one  who  Is  dearer  to 
her  than  life  Itself.  This  one  Is  slowly — oh.  so 
slowly — recovering  from  the  effects  of  cholera. 

But  for  the  ministrations  of  a  Christian  hospital 
belonging  to  another  board  she  would  today  be 
sleeping  her  last  long  sleep.  Your  secretary  Is 
grateful  to  God  for  the  establishment  of  that 
hospital. 

There  came  a  personal  letter  from  Missouri 
yesterday,  saying  among  other  lovely  things 
that  Miss  Mallory  had  Just  been  there  speaking 
of  the  needs  of  our  foreign  hospitals.  This 
friend  added:  “She  did  not  have  to  stress  the 
request  that  we  furnish  supplies;  we  are  so 
grateful  that  Elisabeth  has  been  spared  that  our 
free  will  offering  will  be  abundant.”

If  they  tutored,  it  would  require  dal¬ 
ly  ten  hours  to  earn  a  living,  and 
competition  la  such  that  no  one  could  ’ 
obtain  so  much.  Some  are  selling  1 
newspapers  on  the  streeU,  getUng 
one-fifteenth  of  a  cent  profit  on  each  ' 
paper  and  sometimes  small  tips.  But  < 
It  la  demoralising  to  stand  for  hours  1 
in  the  noisy  streets  and  live  upon  I 
tips.  Imagine  the  despair  of  a  stu-  ‘ 
dent  returning  after  four  years  of  I 
fighting  to  fall  Into  such  hopeless  1 
misery.  After  being  suppported  by  * 
his  family  for  twenty  years,  neither  ~ 
the  student  nor  his  family  la  now 
able  to  earn  a  livlhood.  Even  If  the 
students  succeed  in  struggling 
throug  their  college  course  under 
such  circumstances,  there  is  no  pro¬ 
fession  or  calling  which  offers  much 
hope  of  success  or  support  under 
present  conditions  In  Austria.  Some 
of  the  women  students  have  been 
driven  to  sell  what  was  dearer  than 
life  Itself  In  order  to  get  their  next 
meal. 

The  Increase  of  crime  Is  one  of  the 
terrible  results  of  hunger.  A  stu¬ 
dent  in  the  technical  college,  seeing 
persons  who  had  Just  oome  from  the 
bank  with  money,  fell  upon  them 
and  tried  to  kill  them  with  a  club. 
Thirty-live  persona  were  Imprisoned 
for  murder  in  Vienna  In  the  first 
three  months  of  this  year,  mostly  be¬ 
cause  of  hunger.  Criminal  cases 
have  multiplied  twentyfold. 

The  state,  which  has  lasted  for  a 
thousand  years,  has  broken  down.
